Altlio there is no doulil but wliat 
deafness anil its attending un- 
pleasantness, the loss of speech, 
has existed coeval with humanity, 
no systematic effort seem to have 
l>een made to help this part of the 
great luiinan family irnlil within 
lilt" iiKwnory of living man. They 
were looked down uimn, despised", 
and classed with idiots and luna- 
tics, lit for no station in life, denied 
all rights, and the general opinion 
maintained even by phiIoso|)li(Ms 
and s.'iges was : 

"Toi nstruct tlie deaf lui .i., ,,.,i,,, i,..,, i. 
No care improve thorn and no wiwlom 
teach." 

Parents allowed their children to 
grew u]> without edut'ation. Th(>y 
were aliamloned to themselves, ex- 
eluded from all society to such an 
extent that, in some countries the 
little innocent babes whose li|)8 
could not lisp the dear word, 
"mother," even while his eyes 
shone with love, was put to death. 
Even the heralded and tespeett>d 
Roman Code denied them all eival 
right*. Inourowii mother conn jry, 
England, for ages they were coii- 
sidered .is idiots, ineapibU'of hold- 
ing property, or entering into any 
contract whatever. ILiw dark the 
picture how di.smal the past! In 
isolat(>d cases their condition awoke 
within the heart of man a voice of 
sympathy and elTorts more or less 
succe.s,'<ful, were attempted to 
arouse the sl<>ei)iiig mind within the 
mute. (Sradually the understiind- 
ing and knowledge of man widened 
and ileeiiiMted and he began to ap- 
pivciate his responsibility tt) his less 
favored bnither. 

Schools for the Deaf were started 
in the last half of the eighteenth 
and llrst half of the nineteenth 
centur.y, the first school beiSig 
established uii<l(>r the stars and 
stripes by Thomas H. (btilaudet, 
anil to-day schools for the mental 
advancement of the deaf are co-~ 
extensive with the boundaires of 
the world. 

Man, that ci-owning glory of 
God's creation was undoubtedly en- 
dowed with the sense of hoaring 
that \w might enjoy the pleasure of 
society, miyht appreciate the sooth- 
ing charms of sweet music and 
train hini.s«>lf by imitating the 
.sounds he beard to speak and thus 
eomminiicate his wants any desires 
to his fellow men. Yet if by ac- 
cident, sickness, or birth he is de- 
prived of this (^od given sense, is 
he less a man or le.ss a human 
being? Do(>N his misfortune rob 
him of any rights or benefits which 
you and I more forlun.ite and more 
wealthy in the gift- >^^ Pe.iv ;,i, .„,•(>, 
have and enjoy? 

The deaf are not (imiin, neither 
are tlM\v mentally tlelici«>nt. in 
th(> deaf child the germ of 
intelligence and knowliMlge exi.sts 
as it does in all human beings.

different and even now the art of 

educating the deaf is yet in its 
infjuicv. Speech is so natural, so 
ea.sy to us that we forg«>t that It is 
an acquired faculty. True we were 
born with voices and heralded 
our own entrance upon this stage 
of life in no uncertain sounds. Hut 
the deaf cry and tliey can laugh as 
well. Even the babe can tell its 
wants, he stretches out his arms in 
mute appeal to be lovd and caress- 
ed. Tlu> n.atiiral avenue of com- 
municating the rudiments #f 
thotight, which liegin to btid in his 
tiny brain, is in gesture. 

Deprived of one means of com- 
municating to the tloaf we find 
oth(>r methods of instruction and by 
patience and kindness, step by 
step we comliine objects and ideas, 
niolion and thought, until the firsit 
h.ird steps so difficult to take are 
accomplished and we lead on to 
higher paths of knowledge. 

There are thre(> methods of in- 
struction used in educating the 
deaf, the Manual, or that of sigiss 
and finger alphabet, the Oiv.l, or 
that of lip-reading and articulate 
sounds in response, and the Com- 
bined, which is a use of both, as 
the capability of the pupil may sug- 
gest. We as speaking people learn 
liy associating objects or motion 
with ideas, tht^ method of com- 
munication, or information is 
speech. The deaf learn as we do, 
the meatis of communicaticm alone 
is different. .Ml the schools do not 
have the same methods The Iowa 
school has the Coniliiud met'iod 
while the Nebr.vskea School h ts 
what is called the Aural methcMl. 
In this method the child's hearing 
is cultivated. Tliet eacher repeats 
sound to a pupils many times and 
this child tlnally becomes familijir 
with the sound or viliration. 

Hut the hands as well as the 
mind of the deaf are trained and 
yon may meet them in all trailes 
and profession not absolutely 
roquiritig the use of the voict". 
In all walks of life to-day we 
tind them, true ai:d law abiding 
citizens, with a smile for all who 
greet tliem. attending to their 
work and «Uity, respected and 
.idmired by those who know 
them. As children they perhaps 
often througli ignorance where 
others gifted N\ilh spee<ih and 
would err through 
They are ((uick lo 
even trival attention 
we do. When their 
not darkened wiih 
neglect they are as 
as lively as any one. 
They are not objects of cliaiitx'T' 
but per-sons dtvserving sympathy 
and a.ssistance. They pay their 
proportion of th(> t.ixes and lo the 
best of their ability carry the bur- 
dens of citizenship. They are as 
dear to their jjarents, thoy are as 
true fri(>nds as our speaking 
brother. They are entiled equally 
with him to maintenance, pi-otection 
and education. 

While tofhem is lo,st "th© concord 
of sweet sound," the beauties (tf 
(lowers and woods appeal to thtMii 
as to us. Nature speaks h kindly 
and as sincerely. They too are 
children of our Father above, they 
too are p.iii of ! lii> liniilueli,'...' of 
man.

This world needs heart and hands 
more than brain.

Katharine Plan 
ta^enet wa« the youngCHt child of 
H«nry III, and was t)om at WoHt- 
minster, on St. Katharine's day, 
NovemlKjr25th, I'ZHH. Herchristf-n- 
in;; feast was celebrated with great 
pomp and rejoicing; some of th< 
items of the bill of fare consisting 
of "fourteen wild boars, twenty- 
four swans, two hundred and fifty 
partridges, sixt**en hundre<l and 
fifty fowls, sixty -one thousand eggs, 
etc." The little Princess wasstyled, 
the Queen's beautiful,' and is des 
eribed as a remarkably lovely child.

News.

Deaf and l^ninl). In(u<lcnUilly, it 
recorde<1 tho, 72d birllidaj' of our 
venerable EinerilUH — l'rincii)al, 
Isaac Lewis Feet, LL.D. 

Thus there was a double cele- 
bration in the ch»p(»l of the Institu- 
tion on the morninjj of tliat day. 

All th(« pupils and teach<>rs and 
offlctMs asscMubled at 10.30, the 
teachers occupying the front seats 
and I'riiKM'pal (Jurrier the chair of 
the presidinjj; olTiccr on (lio plat- 
form. 

A laifje charcoal sketch of th<> 
of the old 50th Street buildings, 
made by the jiupils of the Art I)e- 
j)arttnent, and the two silken stan- 
dards, which are never furh'd dur- 
H(dH)ol sessions, o<'cupied conspicu- 
ous positions on eitlier side of the 
rostrum. 

I'rincipal Currier made a few ex- 
planatory remarks (!oncerninj< the 
object of calling together the (entire 
school, and had hardly concluded 
when Dr. Feet, appeared at the 
entrance of tho chapel leaning on 
the arm of Chief-Tutor Van Tassell. 

Dr. Feet has aged a groat deal 
during the past few years, and 
walks witli difRculty. His en- 
tran(!e was signalizc^d by all rising 
Ui their feet and remaining standing 
until Frincipal Currier had escorted 
him to a seat on the platform. 

After a moment's rest. Dr. Peet, 
at the invitation of the Frincipal 
eamc* forward to ad<lress the 
gathering. He exjilained that his 
" un<1ersran<ling" was weak, but 
his mind ajid arms strong. liy his 
" understanding" he said he meant 
his lower limbs, and asked to be 
excused if he addn>ssed them while 
seat(Hl. 

Taking a (duiir in the front at 
the center of tho platform, he beg- 
an by contrasting the surroundings 
and the pupils of to-day with those 
of forty years ago, and mentioning 
the great advantages for th<> educa- 
tion of tJi(^ whol<> man that was now 
p().sH(!ssed by I lie Institution, and 
the meagre Imdliliesof 186(i. 

Dr. Feet then narrated how the 
pupils, accompanied by the officers 
ami teach<>rs, on tlie morning of 
December 4th, lKf)(;, marclicd to 
the Hudson Hiv<-r Railroad and 
boarded the special cars vvhi<'h had 
b(HMi (!har((!red to take th«?m to the 
now school on Washington Heights, 
which we all know and love as 
"dear ol<l Fanwood." 

It was a v<>ry cohl day, and on 
roacdiiug the dock which had been 
built, all mended their way by twos 
or threes up tin* wiinling road to 
the summit of theliill on which the 
buildings are silualed. The wide 
lialls and spacious rotuinia excited 
thcMulmiiation of all, but the rooms 
were <!<)ld and dreary, as there was 
little furniture and the heating nli- 
partus was crude and ini'lTh'ient. 
This was felt all through the winter, 
which Dr. Feet aver*, was the cold- 
est he had ever known. During 
that year, he, a robust, active yonng 
man of thirty-two, had often skated 
across tho Hudson River tn front 
of the Institution. 

On the arrival of the |)Up{l8 flwre 
were no beds for them to sleep on, 
but after a long wait, wagons ar- 
rived loaded with tbuso neuesuaricH, 



and each one had to carry up his 
own bed as Dr. Peet said, "we 
literally 'took up our beds and 
walked.'" 

As the school building which 
now exists had not then lieen built, 
tin* classes were taught in the study 
rooms of the girls and boys, respec- 
tively, being separated from each 
other by screens. 

"The old time," said Dr. Peet 
"was vastly different from to-day. 
The pupils now have every comfort, 
every advantages and are housed in 
beautiful buildings that ar(> cluirin- 
ing intei'iorly as they are grand 
exteriorly. During his Frincipal- 
shiphe had often wanti^d these same 
improvements, but could not get the 
money. He was especially pleased 
with tho tine military bearing of the 
boys, and was astinii.shed at theex- 
cell(>nt drill which he had witnessed 
on November 19th. Duringthecen- 
tenary celebration in New York a 
few years ago, he wanted very much 
to have the pupils march along 
with the public schools, but after 
trying in vain to gel them to nian-li 
well, the idea was abandoned, lie 
had not begun soon enough. 

Dr. I'eet spoki* on the value of 
signs, ami believed that they con- 
si itntod the medium of intellectual 
improvement that could not he 
reached by oral teaching. To give 
the al)ility lo speak and read the 
lil)s, was goo 1 and |)r()per ; but to 
the deiif, signs were of great im- 
portance. Concluding, lie said he 
was [»rond of the Institution and its 
l)rogressivenes8. 

There was great applause, and 
then FriiUMpal (Jurrier invited Mr. 
C. W. Van Tass(dl, tin* oiily deaf- 
mute pre.s<Mit, who had becnaiiupil 
at the r>0[h Street Institution, lo 
nnlk(^ an .-iddress. 

Mr. Van Tassell said he had only 
been at school at SOtli Street a few 
months, and was sent home becansc 
of ail alTection of the eyes. On re- 
covering, h(! weid back to the old 
s(diool and was almost paialy^.od 
with astronishment to learn that il 
had IxHMi closed an<l all were at 
Waslnngton Heights. Ho wended 
his weary way uj) the railroad tracik 
en a cold, windy day, and eventu- 
ally reached the institution, where- 
iti he was a pujiil for nine years. 
On graduating, he wiiut lionn-, and 
later applied for a jmsition as 
t(mcher, wdiifdi applicali«m was 
favorably recidved, and he had 
been at Fanwood ever since — over 
thirty years. Looking b.ickvvard, 
I he time seemed short, and he 
could scan-ely believe that all those 
years had pass(>d — life is very 
short, indc(Hl. 

Frincipal Currier remarked that 
he would show Dr. Peet how great 
progress hail been made in oral 
ticacliing Ther<Mipon, all standing, 
the pupils repeated orally the Lord's 
Prayer, as spelled on the Frinci- 
pal's lingers. 

Dr. Feet jironounced the benedic- 
tion and the pupils were dismissed. 

All the teachers and onicerscame 
forward and after greeting con- 
gratulated Dr. Feet on his 72 birth- 
day and wished him joy and many 
more happy birthday anniversaries.

At the late meeting of the Emerg- 
ency Board, Superintendent .lones 
asked lor n delieiency appropriation 
of $2425..

On Tuesday evening, November 
17th, the deaf-mutes of the Los 
Angeles Ass<K!iation of the Deaf 
held the Seventh Annual Meeting 
of their aHs<X'iation at the residence 
of the Lay Reader, Mr. Thomas 
Wid<l, with Mr. Norman T. Lewis 
in the chair, who opened the meet- 
ing with an address of wehiome to 
the assembly, and said that the as- 
socintion was more firmly establish- 
ed than ever before with the Mishop 
and Clerg> of the Kjjiscopal Church 
at its back. He then called on Mr. 
Widd to read his annual reiM»rt, 
which is as follows: 

"In presenting my Seventh 
Annual Report of the work of the 
As»s<M!iation, I wish to State that 
the regular Sunday 8«;rvices have 
tieen kept up during the year just 
closed at the Guild r(M)rn of St. 
Paul's Church, kindly allowed us 
by the Rector and Trustees of that 
church. The attendance has re- 
mained undiminished in numbers 
fiH in jirevious year-s, notwithstand- 
ing several rf-movals, on account of 
depression in business and other 
c i re umstanc«iH already reported in 
the JoUKNAL, of which there is, 
hai>pily, no occasion for rcpi-oduc- 
tion hcr<f now. The old >iss<x?iation 
is firmly established on the It<jck 
against which its eiiemicH cannot 
prevail. The goo<l work will be 
kept U{> and cxteiiiicd in spitt^ of 
obstacle. To those who have left 
the fold no ill-feeling prevails 
against thfin, and they are wel- 
come to return an<l attend the 
services. They will find the latch 
strin;; on the outside for them, and 
no question will be asked if their 
motives are light, and they desire 
U> l>e again in the congregation 
that worships our common Father. 
All need the consolation of religion 
and that peace of mind, which <!an 
only be (nijoyed with a clear con- 
.-^cicnce and » feeling of gotxl will 
toward all nu-ii. To such we otTer 
our open aims and rejoice to 
receive them. 

We had the pleasure of visits 
from R<',v. Job Turner and Prof. 
P. A. Emery, of Chicago during 
the winter and spring. The form- 
er condu<!te<i s«'veral services in 
the churches for us, and the latter 
presented a chart of his Science 
and R<'ligion to the association, 
which hjis been neatly framed, an<l 
for which Ih- has our warmest 
thanks. 

The qiM'Stion of having the as- 
-uiciation incorporate<l, as a rc- 
(;ommen<led at a former meeting, 
has been thoroughly invistigated 
and legal twlvicc sought from H. T. 
\a'A',, Esq., whoadviwi<l us, not to 
take such a step until we had real 
cstat.*; belonging to the association, 
as such in<'orpoiafion involved con- 
siderable trouble, and was cumt)er- 
s^>me to manaL'e according Ut the 
St>ate law. A similar view is held 
t)y Superintendent Wilkins<m, of 
the State Institution, who takes a 
deep interest in the work of the 
asso<;iation. 

On May 12th, 1890, the Kpis^-opal 
Bishop r>f l/os Angeles gave Mr. T. 
Widd his license as Lay Reader as 
follows;

The work of the assocication 
should now extend its operations

enough deaf-mutes can be gathered 
together for that purpostj. 

No col htct ions have been made 
at the close of services during the 
past year, on account of the deprcs- 
sifm of business, and the associa- 
tion has been with<tut funds. The 
Ssrvices of Lay R<'a<ler have been 
given gratiiil^Misiy. Most of the 
deaf having been without ernfiloy- 
rneiit for a long time. With the re- 
turn of prosiM!rity, now that the 
elections are over, it is Ut be hoped 
that the rieaf will share in it. The 
general health of the members has 
been very good, and rK» deaths or 
serious sickness has visited the 
deaf of Los Angeles, for which we 
are extremely thankful to our 
heavenly Father.

An interesting scientific point 
has l)een raised by A. Farrar, Jr. 
A test for the pitch oi' a musical 
note lias bc^cii provifhid in tli(( shape 
of a pinch of fine powder sprieik led 
over a sheet of glass. When the 
glass is struck by t,lu' vibrations of 
iiiiiKical sounds IIk; particles of IIk! 
powder on its surface assume all 
iiiaiiiKrr of beautiful designs — many 
of tlmni^ resembling braiKfhes of 
frees, fiowers, or birds — according 
Uy the note given. It is also recently 
Ixicn foundpossibletogivea graphic 
presentation of tin; human voi(!e by 
pliofiograping on a highly iiiagnifK^d 
scalc! tli(; indentation made by the 
stylus of tlu' ])li<)iiograi)li on the 
waxen recording cylinder. The 
dilf<!renco in voice production, as 
thus shown, is astoun<ling, and any 
departure from p<!rfe(!t smoothness 
of tone is at oiu-e seen in the in- 
creasing rugged iM!ss of the iderita- 
tioris. It has been proj osed to 
utilize this system of "seeing the 
voice" iiivocal schools by a nigiilar 
iiKftliod of comparison of the records 
of pupils wit it tli<»se of eminent 
artists. The (juestion, of. the 
practical application <»f such visual 
reproductions in the oral education 
i)f the deaf has also \n',M\ freqiKiiitly 
iii()ot<'d, but in neither ctxHn has any 
useful result so far ac(Mire<l. As 
is well known, the speech of orally 
ediicati'd deaf-mutes is n()t usually 
so natural, and hence not to easily 
un<lerstoo<l, as Ihat <f those who 
iicar. This is chiefiy rlue to the 
absence of tin; controlling a<'li(in of 
1\h> hfwiring. If this coiihl be s|)|)lied 
by visual nuians much might be 
accomi>lislied. Mr. Farrar suggesed 
that piiysicists should take ir^) this 
<HH!St,ion with a view to devising a 
•siniide and eflieient ai)i>aratus by 
which an orally taught d<'af-iiiut;<' 
(H)uld lest his speech to ase(>rtain 
how far it corresjxuided in infle*'- 
tion, el^>., with that of liisf«facheror 
other hearing [)erson, and (!Ould re- 
giilat*! it accordingly. The invcdi- 
lionofsiudia device would confer 
a great pr;iefieal lioon on both tli<^ 
dsaf and tluur tea«dier.~/f(///W/o 
Comvicricijd.

If is v(!ry im|)ortant to not*; that 
the Mormon land system rested 
on individual proi)ii((t<)rship. 
Tliere never was any attempt at 
community ownershij). The unit 
of the Staff's was the family and 
the home. But the iiionuMit we 
pass frtuii the splierc of individual 
labor we cncoiinU'r another princi- 
ple, which was always applied, 
though not alw»iys by the same 
method, to juiblic utilities. This 
was Ihe iiriiKUjile of publif? owner- 
ship an<l control. If the Mormon 
leaders hail <lesired to organize their 
industrial life in a way to make 
large private fortunes for thcni- 
selvi'S, no single \U'n\ in the long 
list of Utah's natural resources 
would have olTered a better cliaii<-(; 
for spe(!ulation flian the watersiij)- 
ply. It was ])erfo(!tlyf(!asibl(! under 
the law for private individuals or 
eomj>anicM to approi)riate the 
waters, construct caiurls, sell water- 
rights, and (;ollecf an annual rental. 
By adopting this method, whieh 
widely prevails in other W<'stern 
States, they could have lai<l every 
field, orchard, and garden, every 
individual and family, under tri- 
bute to them and their ditscendants 
forever. Neither in law nor in 
practice is it any more a moral and 
(!cononiic wrong ()rivalcly to ap- 
(»ropriate and hold against the 
public the natural wealth of the 
sti'(;ams than it is to do the same 
thing with the natural wealth of 
the mineral belts on government 
land. Probably the Mormonsowed 
their escaiie from tlie iiiisfortiine of 
private irrigation works mainly to 
the fact thai this fealure of f lu-ir 
institutions was eslablislied at a 
time when none of their people |)os- 
seswid sufTl(!i«!nt jirivale capital to 
engage in costly enterprises. They 
started upon a basis of crjiialify, 
for Ihey were e^)iially poor. They 
could buy water-rights only with 
their labor. This labor they ap- 
plied in co-o[>cration, an<l canal 
stock was issued to en<;h man in 
profiorfiiui lotheamounf. of work he 
had contributed to its c(Uisfriicf ion. 

This, in turn, was <lefermined fiy 
the amount r>f land he owned, the 
owner of twenty acres <loing just 
twice as much work as the owner 
often. Here we see the infiuencc 
of aridity not only favoring, but 
<-f)mi>elling the fiflojifion of the 
principle of a.ssociativ*' entcrfirise. 
As in Holland, men found it iie- 
cr-ssary t^i <'onibine ihcir labor in 
or<ler Ut r«!claim the land from the 
sea, so in Utah they dirl the same 
in order t^) i-eclaim the land from 
the desert. In both instances, lliis 
fiindamenlal necessity of co-o|)era- 
tion and organi/.alion at the begin- 
ning became the most pow<'rful 
infiuenr^e in shaping industrial 
habit and social customs, and in 
forming the eliHra<"t^'r of institu- 
tions.
